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Formations of twin-enzine aircraft towing cargo gliders were 
datly observed in good weather heading north and returning 
witbout carzo cliders. 


Gach formation consisted of three slider trains. A total of 

up to 30 plider trains were observed. The formations cenerally 
flew one behind the other, at intervals of from one to two minutes, 
but souetines all 30 trains flew together in a wide formation. 

‘he interval botween the plane and the cargo glider was about 
double the length of the airerart.

a. This report confirms that air landing troops practiced in 
the TULA area up to September 1949. ‘Ihe observation, according 
to which cargo eliders daily practiced in good weather, avzain 
indicates that there was much. training activity and that a large 
unit or a large achool was stationed there. 


b. The planes towing the carzo gliders were apparently IL-l2s. 
The carro slider seemed to be of a new tyve, apparently with a 
tricycle landing gear, and,according to its size, coulc probd- 
ably hold from 20 to £4 persons. 
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
